WASHINGTON

Eisenhower plans to Ko directly 
to the people in an effort to rally 
support for his bogged-down leg­ 
islative program . But there has 
been no decision yet on the m an­ 
ner and timing of the appeal. 
Press Secretary Jam es C. Ila- 
gerty told anews conference to­ 
day that a decision probably will 
be deferred until after the P res­ 
ident confers Thursday with con­ 
gressional leaders on the adm in­ 
istration’s foreign aid program . 
In response to questions, Hager- 
ty said the White House so far has 
m ade no request to television and 
radio networks for tim e for a na­ 
tionwide presidential address. 
He added that he does not look 
for Eisenhower to m ake any such 
address this week, but em phasiz­ 
ed he was not ruling out the pos­ 
sibility of a request for network 
tim e later.

stream lining m easures which have 
been approved by the House of 
Representatives. 
Mrs. Davis said the m easures 
could strengthen 
county 
govern­ 
m ent and that she would ask the 
delegates to 
arouse 
interest 
in 
their own com m unities. 
Last April 30. the House voted 
112-24 for an 
am endm ent 
which 
would m ake it easier for counties 
to form a charter type of govern­ 
ment The am endm ent would pre­ 
serve the veto powers of town­ 
ship governm ents in counties of 
under 500.000 population, but would 
enable counties of more than 500,* 
OOO population to have the sam e 
powers as m unicipalities. 
The House also voted 83-37 for

NEW YORK I A—Latest entry in 
the brains derby to be run in the 
coming commencement weeks is 
the mechanical brains industry’s 
search for tomorrow’s specialists. 
Industrial scouts seek to lure the 
graduate into numerous fields 
from engineering to salesmanship. 
Emphasis first was put on the 
technical skills. Later numerous 
organizations began recruiting for 
strictly white collar jobs 
Fast growing use of electronic 
computers 
and 
punched 
card 
equipment today is posing a new 
problem: Where to find the spe­ 
cialist *o run the machines of to­ 
morrow? 
The number in this new field at 
the supervisory level alone has 
grown from 10,000 in 1947 to 35,000 
today. The National Machine Ac­ 
countants Assn. says that at the 
present growth rate more than 
60.000 will be needed by I9601. 
But since the annual rate of new 
installations of mechanical brains 
is also growing, industry may 
need far more than 60,000 tech­ 
nicians to feed data in and out of 
the computers. 
Because of the mushrooming de­ 
mand for trained personnel, the 
association is sponsoring courses 
in machine accounting, program­ 
ming, integrated data processing 
and related subjects in scores of 
cities. 
Machine accounting is studied in 
such educational institutions as 
New York University, the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago, University of 
Minnesota and Rochester Business 
Institute. In St. Paul and San Die 
go there are vocational school 
courses in handling the giant 
brains. 
D. L. Gerighty, president of the 
association, and machine account­ 
ing manage! for Aeroquip Corp., 
Jackson, Mich., says that “to be 
happy in the field, one must have 
inquisitiveness and ability to vis­ 
ualize.” 
In their recruiting and training 
for the growing field, the machine 
accountants are both competing 
with and cooperating with drives 
by others in the accounting field 
to gam recruits. 
The American Institute of Ac­ 
countants uses charts, booklets 
and films to interest both teach­ 
ers and students in high schools 
and colleges in public accounting 
as a career.

Since I firm ly believe that ifs 
as much the duty of a doctor to 
prevent injuries as it is to treat 
them , I’d like to give you a few 
words of advice on how to pro­ 
tect yourself from harm during 
a tornado. This is especially tim e­ 
ly I think, because most torna-, 
does occur during May and June. 
If you have a storm cellar, of 
course, you have little to worry 
about. I know of no one ever 
having been killed by a tornado 
while inside such a shelter. 


Safest Place 


If you don’t have one, and few 
of you do, the safest place is in 
the basem ent of your home. Since 
tw isters usually travel from the 
southwest to the northeast, the 
southw est corner of 
the 
cellar 
offers the most protection. 
If your home has no basem ent, 
lie on the floor of the firs t story 
next to an inner wail. Outside 
walls are likely 
to 
be 
blown 
aw ay by the unequal air p res­ 


sure. Seek refuge under a bed or 
a heavy table if you can. 


Open W indow s 


And if you have tim e, open all 
windows and doors in the house. 
Shut off the w ater, gas and elec­ 
tricity, too. 
Generally, tornadoes occur be­ 
tween 3 and 6 p. rn., so it s likely 
you m ay be out shopping if one 
strikes your area. 
In that case, seek shelter on the 
first floor of a large building, 
preferably one 
with 
num erous 
partitions. Churches, halls 
and 
other large open structures offer 
relatively little protection. 
Since tornadoes usually move 
between 25 and 40 m i l e s per 
hour, you m ay be able to outrun 
or outdrive it if on bears down up­ 
on you in the open country. 
Winds on the left side of a tor­ 
nado generally are less sev e r e 
than those on the right, so run or 
drive to the left at £ right angle 
with the tw ister. If you can’t out­ 
run it, get out of the car and 
find shelter in a ditch.

Policing New York 
is almost an impossible task be­ 
cause there is so much of it, 
about 320 square miles with 5,850 
miles of streets. 
The m ayor of New York, an 
elected official, is its chief ex­ 
ecutive officer who presides over 
203,000 city 
employes. 
Despite 
the enormity of the task, New 
Yorkers have rarely bothered in 
recent tim es to elect outstanding 
citizens as m ayor although they 
have chosen some very colorful 
personalities s u c h as J i m m y 
W alker, Fiorello La G u a r d i a 
and Bill O’Dwyer. Most of the 
m ayors have been Democrats. 
The present 
m ayor of New 
York, Robert F. Wagner, son of 
the United States Senator of the 
sam e nam e, is young, charming 
and. effective. He is m arried and 
has two sons. The m ayor’s salary 
is $40,000 a year and among his 
perquisities is a home in Gracie 
Mansion, a beautiful, colonial edi­ 
fice on the East River. 
The success or failure of a 
New York City mayor depends 
upon the commissioners he ap­ 
points 
for it is in the various 
commissions t h a t inefficien c y 
and corruption make themselves 
evident. Most of the commission­ 
ers are paid officials, although 
there are some, such as the pre­ 
sident of the Board of Education, 


who serve without compensation. 
The m ayor is elected for a 
four-year term and Mayor Wag­ 
ner is up for re-election this year. 
A Democrat, he will encounter no 
opposition in his own. party. C ar­ 
mine Desapio, the Democratic 
leader, is proclaiming that Wag­ 
ner will win by a million votes. 
How correct this estim ate is will 
be seen on Election Day but the 
utter bankruptcy of the Repub­ 
lican Party in this city is to be 
noted by the fact that no distin­ 
guished name has been suggested 
to run in opposition to Mayor 
Wagner. 
In this city, the two party sys­ 
tem has broken down, the Re­ 
publicans here no longer affect­ 
ing any large element a m o n g 
the voters. Unless some outrage­ 
ous scandal occur* between now’ 
and election day in November, 
the Republicans are l i k e l y to 
nominate a nonentity who will, 
find that being a candidate with­ 
out hope of election is profitable 
because of the advertising value. 
Popularity in New York is a 
psychological quality difficult to 
attain because of the concentra­ 
tion in this city of men and wo­ 
men whose special addiction is 
popularity. A c t o r s, actresses, 
movie stars, national and other 
officials gather in New York to 
attract attention, to them selves in 
the hope that they will be given 
space (with pictures) in the five 
morning newspapers and three

Diet and Health 
You Know W hat To Do 
W hen Twister Comes? 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
You are never absolutely safe 
from. a. tornado no m atter where 
you live. 
While few twisters occur in the 
area west of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, and Nevada has had only 
one in the past 70 years, every 
state in tlje nation has experi­ 
enced them at one time or an­ 
other. Texas, Iowa, Kansas, Mis­ 
sissippi and Oklahoma have had 
more than their share. 


Loss of Lives 
In fact, tornadoes take an aver­ 
age toll of about 232 lives each 
year. 
Since I firmly believe that it’s 
as much the duty of a doctor to 
prevent injuries as it is to treat 
them, I’d like to give you a few 
words of advice on how to pro­ 
tect yourself from harm during 
a tornado. This is especially time­ 
ly I think, because most torna-, 
does occur during May and June. 
If you have a storm cellar, of 
course, you have little to worry 
about. I know of no one ever 
having been, killed, by a tornado 
while inside such a shelter. 


Safest Place 
If you don’t have one, and few 
of you do, the safest place is in 
the basement of your home. Since 
twisters usually travel from the 
southwest, to the northeast, the 
southwest corner of the 
cellar 
offers the most protection. 
If your home has no basement, 
lie on the floor of the firs t story 
next to an inner wail. Outside 
walls are likely 
to 
be 
blown 
away by the unequal air pres­ 


sure. Seek refuge under a bed or 
a heavy table if you can. 


Open Windows 
And if you have time, open all 
windows and doors in the house. 
Shut off the w ater, gas and. elec­ 
tricity, too. 
Generally, tornadoes occur be­ 
tween 3 and 6 p. m., so it’s likely 
you may be out shopping if one 
strikes your area. 
In that case, seek shelter on the 
first floor of a large building, 
preferably one 
with 
numerous 
partitions. Churches, halls 
and 
other large open structures offer 
relatively little protection. 
Since tornadoes usually move 
between 25 and 40 m i l e s per 
hour, you may be able to outrun 
or outdrive it if on bears down up­ 
on you in. the open country. 
Winds on the left side of a tor­ 
nado generally are less sev e r e 
than those on. the right, so run or 
drive to the left at a right, angle 
with the twister. If you can’t out­ 
run it, get out of the car and 
find shelter in a ditch. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
M. H. W.: What is the cause of 
a nervous stomach and what can 
be done for it? X-rays show no 
organic trouble. 
Answer: Nervous indigestion is 
due to the incorrect action of the 
stom ach. 
The treatment for nervous in­ 
digestion may include changing 
certain habits. Worry and over­ 
work must be eliminated; diet 
must be simple. 
In severe cases, prolonged rest 
in bed may be necessary.

tain what to do. 
Even a White House report that 
he might go on radio and televi­ 
sion to appear for public support 
was indecisive. 
And well it might be. Asking 
the public for support is a poor 
substitute for taking a vigorous 
stand with Congress and his own 
Republican leaders. 
The two Republican leaders in 
Congress—Sen. Knowland of Cali­

in 
the 
Senate 
and 
Rep. 
Martin of M assachusetts in the 
House — have both publicly stated 
their desire for reductions in the 
budget. 
The place for Eisenhower to put 
on the heat was with those two 


men. But, after talking with him 
the other day, they seemed com 
pletely unmoved in their opposi 
tion.

The budget is only one of a 
number of his programs which are 
in jeopardy. 
It was predicted after Eisenhow­ 
er’s election victory last Novem­ 
ber that he’d lose control of his 
Republicans in Congress. 
They kept fairly quiet in his 
first four years. That was when, 
because he could run again, he 
might carry the party back into 
control, of Congress. But while he 
won, the party didn’t. 
And now, because of the con 
stitutional ban on more than two 
term s, he can’t win again. So he 
has outlived his political useful 
nes$ to a lot of Republicans.

Unions at Crossroads 
Labor Pendulum 
May Be Swinging 


Editor’s 
Note:

problems of organized labor. 


By HELMAN MORIN 
WASHINGTON UP—Sen. John L. 
McClellan, chairman of the Senate 
committee investigating labor and 
management practices, describes 
a “ pendulum of extremes and ex­ 
cesses” in their relations. 


He recalls the days when th e 
unions were young and weak. To 
sec that period at close range — 
On the morning of «uly 2, 1910, 
New York newspapers published a 
startling story. They reported that 
the Ladies Waistmakers Union had 
won a 52-hour work week. 


In the context of the times, this 
was sensational news. 
A 60-hour week was average in 
the garment industry then. At sea­ 
sonal peak periods, people worked 
from 7 a. rn. to 8 p. rn. Then they 
carried sewing machines home so 
they could continue at night. 
Many were teen-age girls and 
children. Harpers magazine print­ 
ed a picture of a spindle-legged 
little girl going home, bent dou­ 
ble beneath a load of unfinished 
garments. 
Wages averaged between $3 and 
$6 a week. Out of this, in some 
cities, workers were required to 
pay for heat in the shops. 
In New York, the law called for 
one lavatory for every 25 em­ 
ployes.
